“HE total travellers in Forest Manage 
ment Licences 20 and 21 (those held 
by MacMillan & Bloedel Limited on Van- 
couver Island's West Coast) in one season 
are conservatively estimated to, be 6,000 
to 7,500,” Mr, H. R. MacMillan stated in 
his testimony to the Sloan commis@ion. 

“The trend,” he add- 
ed, “appears to be rap- 
idly upward. 

“This constitutes an 
unreasonable fire risk 
on the licensee ° 
Nevertheless, Govern- 
ment refuses to assist 
in controlling travellers 
through Forest Mar ‘ 4 
agement Licences ex-% - 
cept in short periods of 
general closure.” 

In these terms Mr. MacMillan raises 
the important issue of the pubiic’s right 
of access to forests. 

In the Forest Management Licences 
contracted to MacMillan & Bloedel Ltd., 
in the Alberni area, he had explained, 
there are 471 miles of company logging 
and access roads, ‘ About 100 miles are 
added therein each year and every new 
mile of road is, in his opinion, an added 
fire risk. 

The company, he says, co-operates 
with fish and game associations to allow 
hunting and fishing privileges on com- 
papy land. Members receive passes from 
the association concerned for weekends 
and holidays only. 

“Entry is denied during the regular 


work week,” he explains, “owing to the 
traffic hazard and the danger of shoot 
ing accidents in an area of active logging 
operations.” 

Whether public access is limited to 
fishermen and hunters with permit 
the company’s lands alone is not definitel 
Stated. But since roads built oy the cow 
pany dre private roads, entry to Crown 
land within a licence be timited 
to motor travellers at least by permis 
sion to use the roads. Anyone wishing 
to walk in to Crown timber within a 
licence over old trails or through the 
bush presumably could do so. Except in 
“short periods of general closure” the 
public could presumably also wander into 
forest that is not privately from 
any public roads running the 
woods. 

The reason why the holder of a Forest 
Management Licence would discourage 
such travel is obvious. 

REQUIRED BY LAW 

“The licensee,” says Mr. MacMillan, “is 
required to establish a new forest on all 
non-stocked areas within the licence, rot 
only on the land he logs, but also 
wherever the mature or immature forest 
may be destroyed by any cause, fire, 
wind, insects or disease., If a new forest, 
so established, is destroyed, the licensee 
must continue to replace it at his own 
cost as many times as may be necessary. 

This, coupled with the high cost of 
fire-fighting and protection, leaves the op 
erator anything but enthusiastic over 
growing public travel through the woods 
for which he is responsible. 

Particularly in young forest—as in 
the case of the 1951 Mount Benson fire

which started the day the hunting season 
opened—the speed with which: flames ad- 
vance is terrific. The swiftest single run 
of the Benson fire was five miles in five 
hours, The costs of the total conflagra- 
tion in labor and machinery exceeded 
$225,000. 

Citing other cases in which a watch- 
put out hunters’ campfires on one 
operation, Mr, MacMillan states: “If hun- 
ters had caused a fire in a Forest Man- 
agement Licence, the licensee is required 
to employ all his men and equipment 
to fight the fire without any contribution 
from Government, If more men and 
equipment required, then only will 
Government contribute.” 
FIRE-FIGHTING COSTS 

And again: “The licensee can recover 
from Government only that portion of 
his fire-fighting costs which is in excess 
of his ‘normal payroll and equipment.” 

Mr. MacMillan discusses the specific 
provisions written into Forest Manage- 
ment Licence agreements which impose 
onerous responsibilities on the licensee. 
Beyond these, he adds: “The obligation 
to plan and replant after fires ...isa 
fire cost not imposed by the Government 
on any forest land tenure, excepting 
Crown grant lands.” 

Mr. MacMillan seems to be making 
two points. In one he sets out the 
stringent requirements placed upon hold- 
ers of Forest Management Licences. In 
the other he implies, if he does not state 
directly, that forests—the basis of almost 
half British Columbia's wealth—are much 
too valuable to permit the public to 
wander indiscriminately through them 
and create a high fire potential,

If it weren't for the cow, there wouldn't be any milk, 
and therefore no milk problems, and therefore no need for 
a report dealing with the problems of the farmers, the dairy 
operators, etc 

I suggest we set up a new enquiry, immediately, to find 
out what the cow's problems are, and to do our best to alle- 
viate them. 

Among other things 
like modern, sanitary 
septic. 

I have a feeling cows would prefer to stand around in 
the mud. 

Also, how do cows feel about milking machines? 
they not miss the personal touch? 

And do cows really enjoy the way they earn their living? 
Do they like giving milk, or would they rather get into some 
other line of work? 

Let us get the facts before our cows become psychological 
wrecks, fit only to produce cottage cheese for cottage.cheese

The U.S. requested a Security 
Council meeting in accordance 
with a resolution passed by the 
assembly last December asking 
the council to make “positive 
recommendations”'on new mem- 
bers. 

Martin, acting as spokesman 
for the sponsors, told a press 
conference there was a general 
feeling at the meeting that 
Seeurity Council action should 
be based on “something more 
recent” than last year's resolu-

The U.S. has said it will ab- 
stain on the five Communist 
candidates Outer Mongolia, 
Albania, Romania, Bulgaria and 
Hungary at the same time 
contending that Mongolia “can- 
not make the grade.”
